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Research park 
set for approval 


PLANS for a huge 
research park develop¬ 
ment which could create 
up to 1,000 jobs are being 
recommended for appr¬ 
oval by planners - despite 
strong objections from 
residents. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council is holding a site 
inspection followed by a 
special meeting in Haverhill 
next Thursday, November 24, 
to determine applications by 
Carisbrooke Investments for 
the 30-acre gateway site at 
the western entrance to the 
town. 

Plans include a business/ 
research park, 60-bed hotel, pub 
and creche, and up to 150 houses, 
including 10 per cent affordable 
homes. 

The site has been zoned for many 
years for a prestige ‘hi-tech’ 
development and previous 
applications for housing have been 
refused. However, earlier this year 
the council approved a masterplan 
for the site, which includes an 
element of housing and other uses to 
make the scheme financially viable.

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The proposals for the Hanchett 
End site, adjacent to the town’s 
Spirit of Enterprise roundabout, 
include up to 450,000sq ft of 
research and business space, which 
if approved before Christmas could 
result in the infrastructure and new 
buildings being built by the end of 
next year. 

Approval is recommended, 
subject to a number of conditions, 
including up to £500,000 to be paid 
to Suffolk County Council towards 
the cost of services such as 
education and highways improve¬ 
ments. A travel plan is included 
which requires bus service 
improvements, cycleways and 
footpaths to the town centre to 
discourage car journeys to the site. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
raised concerns about increased 
traffic on the A1307 and requested 
that the development contribute to 
road safety improvements. 
However, Suffolk County Council’s 
highways department pointed out 
that most journeys to and from the 
site would be in the opposite 
direction to that where congestion 
occurred on the road.

‘We were in the dark 
over lights switch-off’ 


A HAVERHILL resident is furious 
that he was not informed that 
street lights were being switched 
off in the area - after returning 
home from a night out in London 
to find his road in total darkness. 

Gary Byers, 66, said the first he knew 
of the new ‘intelligent’ street lighting 
system adopted by Suffolk County 
Council was when he arrived home to 
find no lights on and struggled to see to 
put his key in the door at his home in 
Haycocks Road. 

When he complained to Suffolk 
County Council, he said he was unable 
to talk to anyone in charge of the street 
lights and no one called him back. He 
was told that there was a website where 
he should complain. 

Mr Byers said: “I didn’t know anything 
about it until I came back from London 
quite late and you literally could not see 
you hand in front of your face - it was 
pitch black. I think it’s outrageous; I 
cannot believe they can make such a 
major change as this without telling us 
properly. If you are making a radical 
change like this, I think we should have 
had a letter. 

“They obviously they don’t want us to 
make comments, so that they can say 
that nobody has complained. We live 
right at the edge of the estate, with open 
fields behind us, and it is leaving us 
vulnerable to thieves and burglars who 
can easily disappear in the darkness. 

“Once the unpleasant side of society 
finds out, we will be open to all kinds of 
theft, burglary and muggings. 
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“What is even more infuriating is that 
you can see lights still on further down 
the road. I don’t see why they have to 
turn off all of the lights, why not just a 
few of them? 

“What will happen if someone falls 
over? They are putting us at risk. It’s a 
health and safety issue. You hear all the 
time about health and safety gone mad, 
but then they do something like this 
which is totally against people’s health 
and safety. I just don’t know how they 
can get away with it.” 

A Suffolk County Council spokesman 
said: “We are working with safer 
neighbourhood teams, parish and town 
councils on how best to implement the 
new intelligent lighting system in their 
areas. 

“We are, however, sensitive to local 
need which is why we’ve made it 
possible for street lighting to be left on 
for longer periods - or remaining on all 
night - where it’s necessary for safety. 

“Information received from other local 
authorities which have implemented 
similar systems suggest that often a 
decrease in crime has been experienced. 
The system Suffolk County Council is 
implementing is fully adjustable and can 
be modified if required.”

be able to cope with the 
additional traffic generated 
and the additional traffic is 
unlikely to have a significant 
impact on the safety of the 
road.” 

The economic development 
department said: “Assuming 
planning permission is 
granted, it will provide a 
realistic alternative for 
companies who want the 
kudos of being on a 
Cambridge science park 
without the high cost.” 

Letters of objection were 
received from 16 neighbours, 
who were concerned that the 
buffer zone between the 
development and their homes 
was inadequate, and that 
three-, four- and five-storey 
buildings would be too high, 
out of character and result in a 
loss of privacy and amenity to 
existing residents. 

They also said there was a 
risk that the business units will 
not be delivered, and feared 
loss of existing hedge along 
A1307 to accommodate the 
footpath improvements as a 
loss of a visual/noise and 
security barrier. 

They said: “Residential 
development has been refused 
previously on this site and 
should not be allowed now. 


“The existing road network 
cannot accommodate the 
additional traffic movements/ 
demands and the proposed 
access is too close to the 
existing Spirit of Enterprise 
roundabout. The development 
will result in traffic congestion 
and highway safety issues.” 

In recommending approval, 
the report concluded: “The 
masterplan sets out the vision 
for the Haverhill Research 
Park: to create an impressive 
gateway development to 
Haverhill comprising a high- 
quality business/research park 
within an attractive, well- 
landscaped environment, 
incorporating landmark 
buildings of high architectural 
quality. 

“In addition, approximately 
one-third of the site will be 
used to provide a compatible 
mix of other higher value 
commercial and residential 
uses to help offset the 
significant infrastructure costs 
and ground remodeling works 
needed to successfully develop 
the site. 

“The Traffic Impact Assess¬ 
ment indicates that the A1307 
will be able to cope with the 
additional traffic generated and 
the additional traffic is unlikely 
to have a significant impact on 
the safety of the road.”

MP calls for

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TWO years ago, Laura 
Turner weighed 26 stones 
and faced leaving her two 
young children as orphans. 

Now the 31-year-old single 
mum has more than halved her 
weight - and found a new lease 
of life, thanks to a gastric bypass 
operation. 

Laura is convinced the 
operation saved her life and now 
wants to help others by 
increasing awareness and 
helping people to seek funding 
for the surgery. 

Laura lives in Bellings Road, 
Haverhill, with daughters 
Shanelle, 12, and Chelsea, 7, and 
now weighs about 12 stones. 
After having more than a metre 
of intestine removed in the 
operation in 2009, her stomach 
is drastically reduced in size and 
she will never be able to eat 
normally again. 

Laura said: “People think it is 
an easy option, but it isn’t - it’s 
absolutely a last resort. I am 
extremely grateful for having my 
operation and I am sure I would 
not still be here now without it. I 
still feel fat and hideous, because 
I have masses of excess skin and 
I will have to take medication for 
the rest of my life. I’m not 
complaining though, I’m just 


SURGERY of this kind 
varies from a gastric 
bypass, which Laura 
had - a permanent 
reduction in the size of 
the stomach - to a 
gastric band, which 
can be removed. 

It is a controversial 
treatment, usually only 
considered as a last 
resort for morbidly 
obese people, and the 


glad to be alive. 

“I was morbidly obese and at 
my biggest struggled with even 
the simplest of tasks. I was 
suffering from sleep apnoea and 
my chin was so big I could not 
breathe properly. When I was big 
I was invisible; people dropped 
doors in my face, and people 
would openly laugh and point at 
me. Now people actually speak 
to me, because I am a socially- 
acceptable size, I suppose. 

“I am exactly the same person 
as I was when at my largest, yet 


than 300 operations a 
year. 

A spokesman said: 
“It is very high-risk 
surgery because of the 
weight of the patient 
and the danger to their 
heart and lungs. It is 
felt that the surgery 
pays for itself within 
three years, because of 
the huge health 
benefits to the patient.” 


people accept me now because 
my appearance is different. I 
didn’t just eat junk food; it was 
the amount of food I was eating 
that was the problem. I always 
felt hungry no matter how much 
I ate. 

“Healthy eating and exercise is 
definitely the key to maintaining 
a healthy weight, but in certain 
extreme circumstances when 
people are morbidly obese, I feel 
weight-loss surgery should be 
easier to get funded. You seem to 
have to wait until you get bigger 
and sicker, which must cost the 
NHS more in the end. There are 
a lot of people as big as I was 
and I want encourage them to 
seek help.” 

Laura’s first point of call was 
her GP. She encouraged others to 
start there, and to visit the 
Weight Loss Surgery Friends 
Facebook group run by Angela 
and Robert Matthews. She is also 
willing to offer help to anyone 
who e-mails her at turner_ 
laural@sky.com.

On trial is Michael Williams, 20, of Well 
Street, Clare, who has pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of assault causing actual 
bodily harm. 

The alleged victim, Bradley Foster, had 
earlier been at the town’s White Hart pub 
with a group of friends but they had left 
after being told his former girlfriend was 
at the bar. The court heard from one of 
the group, Christopher Jones, how they 
had left with the intention of visiting The 
Bell pub but stopped on the way to use a 
cash machine at Barclays Bank. 

It was in the alleyway near the cash 
machine that Williams arrived on the 
scene and became involved in a scuffle, 
striking Mr Foster, who ended up on the 
ground against a wall, the court heard. 

Giving evidence, Mr Jones said a crowd 
had gathered and he pushed his way 
through with the intention of stopping 
the fight. He told the jury that he had 
seen Williams kick Mr Foster in the head 
and then stamp on his wrist. During the 
attack Mr Foster curled up in a ball with 
his hands around his head, said Mr 
Jones. 

Mr Foster later went to Addenbrookes, 
where an x-ray confirmed that he had 
suffered a broken wrist. When 
interviewed following his arrest, Williams 
claimed that he had been acting in self 
defence when he punched Mr Foster and 
denied stamping on his wrist. 

The trial continues. 


We will keep 
town centre 
safe: police 


A POLICE inspector has vowed 
to continue taking robust 
action after a third incident of 
assaults on police officers in 
the past four weeks. 

The latest incident happened in 
daylight hours, when two police 
officers were allegedly assaulted 
while arresting two men causing a 
disturbance in Queen Street, 
Haverhill, at about 11am on 
Saturday morning. 

One officer was said to have been 
punched in the face and the other 
kneed in the leg. 

Previously, one officer suffered a 
serious shoulder injury and another 
an injured hand while arresting a 
man in the High Street in the early 
hours of Saturday, October 22. Then 
just a week later, violence flared 
again in the same spot and two 
people were cautioned after officers 
were again assaulted while trying to 
arrest individuals. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, who took over 
as Haverhill’s sector commander 
last month, said: “Although I am

upset that more police officers have 
been assaulted in Queen Street/ 
Haverhill town centre, I am pleased 
that officers have arrested and 
charged an offender, which shows 
how utterly determined we are to 
crack down on disorder in the town 
centre. 

“We will put the necessary 
officers in place to ensure that 
offenders are dealt with robustly 
and that we provide a town centre 
that is a safe place to be.”

Q l have heard a lot in the news 
lately about PPl and I think I 
may have been mis-sold one of 
these insurance policies when I took 
out a loan. What should I do now? 

A There has been an important new 
High Court ruling about payment 
protection insurance, or PPl. This is 
insurance you can take out when you take 
out a loan or a mortgage, to cover your 
repayments if you get ill or lose your job. 

Some people have been sold PPl without 
being told that it is something separate to 
the loan they are taking out. This is mis- 
selling. Other people have been mis-sold

payment protection insurance and what your rights are. 


PPl because the policy doesn’t cover their 
circumstances and they would never be 
able to make a claim on it - for example, 
self-employed people who were sold 
policies excluding self-employment. 

The High Court ruling means that firms 
selling PPl will have to review past sales of 
their policies, even where customers have 
so far not complained. Firms may need to 
contact all past and present customers to 
find out if they want to complain. 


If you think you were mis-sold PPl, you 
can complain to the firm that sold you the 
policy. If they refuse to deal with your 
complaint or to give you a refund for the 
policy, you can make a further complaint to 
the Financial Ombudsman Service. 

Banks who have sold PPl are working 
towards contacting customers who may be 
affected. They advise that if you have 
already made a complaint, you do not need 
to do anything. Your bank will be in touch 


with you as soon as they have processed 
your complaint. 

If you are unhappy with the outcome of a 
complaint, you can complain to the 
Financial Ombudsman Service. For more

Mum and daughter 
deny school attack 


A MOTHER and daughter 
launched a violent attack on 
a woman outside a primary 
school, it has been claimed. 

The incident, which happened 
as the alleged victim Charlene 
Mansfield was on her way to 
collect her son from Place Farm 
Primary School in Camps Road, 
Haverhill, was witnessed by other 
parents, a jury at Ipswich Crown 
Court was told this week. 

Social workers in offices 
overlooking the scene also saw 
the attack in which Ms Mansfield 
sustained cuts, bruising and had 
her earrings torn out, prosecutor 
Patricia Doggett said. 

Carol Sloan, 57, of Broadcroft 
Crescent, Haverhill, and her 
daughter Katie Sloan, 29, of 


Castle Walk, Haverhill, both plead 
not guilty to a charge of assault 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Miss Doggett told the jury that 
the incident took place at about 
3pm on November 17 last year as 
Ms Mansfield was walking to the 
school. 

Giving evidence, Ms Mansfield 
said as she crossed a grassed area 
her way was blocked by the two 
women. 

She said: “I went to walk away; I 
did not succeed. Carol Sloan 
punched me and started hitting 
me and pulling my hat off my 
head and pulling my earrings out 
of my ears.” 

She said Carol Sloan clawed at 
her face with fingernails before 
Katie Sloan joined in, and she had 
ended up on the ground after 


being dragged down by the two 
women. She said the mother and 
daughter then began to 
repeatedly kick her as she lay on 
the ground. 

As she attempted to get up. 
Carol and Katie Sloan picked her 
up so that he feet were off the 
ground and she was kicked on the 
legs, she said. The attack only 
ended when another mother on 
her way to collect a child from the 
school intervened. 

Another woman walked with 
her to the school office where she 
was seen by a paramedic. Ms 
Mansfield said she had sustained 
black eyes, scratching to her face, 
soft tissue injuries from being 
kicked in the head as well as 
whiplash and torn earlobes. 

The trial continues.

Shaista learning 
the shadow of 


Shaista is one of thousands of people in the UK battling lupus - a vicious 
disease in which sufferers are attacked, without warning, by their own 
immune system. Here she talks to Alice Ryan. 


S HAISTA Tayabali 
appears to have 
it all. Petite, 
pretty and fiercely 
bright-she has a 
first class degree 
already under her 
belt, and has just 
begun an MA - she 
seems to lead a 
charmed life. 

In fact, behind the 
smiling public face, 
nothing could be further 
from the truth. Although it 
wasn’t diagnosed until her 
late teens, Shaista has 
battled a vicious and ever- 
changing autoimmune 
disease - lupus - since she 
was a little girl. 

Constantly in and out of 
hospital, she has fought 
high fevers and unbear¬ 
able pain, almost lost her 
eyesight and twice come 
close to death. 

She has taken 
innumerable tablets and 
suffered all manner of 
side-effects, from 
vomiting to 
hallucinations. 

In short, she’s been to 
hell and back. 

“Angry? Are you 
kidding? Yes, I’ve been 
angry At times I’ve been 
angry like I could put my 


fist through a window... 
but I’m not so angry any 
more. 

“Lupus is Latin for wolf. 
From the moment you’re 
diagnosed, there’s this 
kind of metaphor you 
have to take on: it’s as 
though you’re living with a 
dark, shadowy creature 
that can attack you any 
time, with no warning at 
all. 

“What I’ve realised, over 
the years, is that you have 
to find a way to 
distinguish yourself from 
all of that - to remember 
who you truly are.” 

Affecting more than 
30,000 people in the UK 
alone, lupus is thought to 
be more common than 
leukaemia, multiple 
sclerosis and muscular 
dystrophy worldwide - yet 
most people don’t even 
know it exists. 

Far more common in 
women - 90 per cent of 
those affected are female 
- it is an autoimmune 
condition. Described in 
simple terms as a ‘self¬ 
allergy’, lupus causes the 
immune system to 
produce antibodies 
which, rather than 
protecting the body from 
bacteria and viruses, 
attack the body’s own 
tissues. 


Lupus can affect any 
part of the body, any time. 
As a result, the symptoms 
are characteristically 
wide-ranging: pain, 
fatigue, raging fevers, eye 
problems, kidney 
problems... the list is 
seemingly endless. 

Currently there is no 
single test to confirm a 
patient has lupus - and 
there is also no cure. 

“The reason I’m doing 
this interview is to raise 
awareness,” explains 
Shaista. “It’s an invisible 
illness: looking at me from 
the outside, you can’t see 
that anything’s wrong. 

“And no-one’s really 
heard of it. I’ve had people 
say ’At least you don’t 
have Aids or cancer’ and 
that’s true, I don’t. But, 
because they haven’t 
heard of lupus, they don’t 
seem to take it seriously. 

“When people say 
things like ’fust have fun!’ 
or ‘Can’t you just shrug it 
off and be normal?’... 
that ignorance is hard to 
cope with. I don’t want 
people’s pity, but I do 
want their respect.” 

Shaista now knows she 
has had lupus all her life; 
her mother suffered from 
various unexplained 
allergies during her 
pregnancy, considered an 


early sign of the disease. 

“The first time I ever 
really had symptoms was 
when I was about 9; they 
are usually triggered 
around the onset of 
puberty. My family lived in 
Bombay then. I started to 
get these mouth ulcers: 

10,12,15 at a time - great 
painful pits inside my 
mouth and throat.” 

Doctors diagnosed a 
vitamin D deficiency, so 
Shaista was prescribed a 
course of vitamin 
injections. 

All seemed well until, 
around the age of 11, she 
was struck down by what 
she now recognises as a 
classic lupus ’flare-up’: 
swollen glands, sky-high 
temperature. Thanks to 
antibiotics, the symptoms 
abated and, again, 

Shaista’s health returned 
to an even keel. 

When Shaista was 15, 
her family decided to 
relocate to Cambridge. 
“There were riots in 
Bombay at that time; 
there was a lot of political 
unrest,” she explains. “I 
was just at the point 
where you have your own 
friends, you’re finding 
your own identity... and 
then we moved. It was 
pretty devastating, to be 
honest. 
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to live in 
the wolf 


“I remember coming 
here and it being so cold 
and dark! Every year, 
around this time, I get deja 
vu.” 

Going on to study first at 
Sawston and then Hill’s 
Road, Shaista excelled 
academically and soon 
made friends. But, on 
returning from a holiday to 
India at 17, she was again 
felled by a bout of illness - 
including another 
uncontrollable fever. 

Taken into 

Addenbrooke’s, blood tests 
showed something was 
seriously awry. Eventually, 
Shaista was given a 
diagnosis: lupus. “I’d never 
heard of it. Even my dad, 
who was a consultant in 
India, had never heard of it. 
I was told to carry on as 
normal-go off to 
university, as planned - and 
just take these medications. 
Of course, when I got home 
I Googled it. One of the first 
things I read is there’s no 
cure, which was pretty 
horrible.” 

Taking up a place at York, 
reading English Literature, 
Shaista was given a tablet 
usually used for anti- 
malarial purposes. Being 
hyper-sensitive to drugs - 
another symptom of the 
lupus - she experienced 
terrifying side-effects, 
including hallucinations. 

“I tried to get to class 
once, but I spent the rest of 
the time in bed. I was so 
ill... it’s a very, very painful 
disease. It’s a down-to-the- 
bone kind of pain. And the 
fatigue is not something 
you can really describe. I 
was having these 
hallucinations, seeing 
horrible things.” 

Returning to Cambridge, 
and in Addenbrooke’s once 
more, Shaista’s condition 
deteriorated still further. 
“The doctors told my 
parents to prepare 
themselves. They said ’We 
can do no more’... I could 
have died. My body 
stopped responding to 
anything. 

“The fevers go on and on 
and eventually, because 
you’re so dehydrated, 
everything just starts to 
shut down.” 

Gradually - she was in 
hospital for almost two 
months - Shaista rallied. 
But it was then doctors 
noticed serious problems 
with her eyes: glaucoma. 

“I almost went blind,” 
she continues. “Over the 
years I’ve had so, so many 
eye operations. The last one 
included a scleral graft, 
using donor tissue, which is 
really quite rare. That was 
painful and scary - but 
nothing like as frightening 


as the thought of going 
blind. 

“After the operation I 
developed an ulcer on my 
cornea. Out of everything, 
that was the absolute 
worst. I just wanted to die. I 
begged and begged and 
begged: I said ‘I’d be great 
as an angel. Please let me 
out of this body’. But that 
didn’t happen. And, 
somehow, I did get better.” 

Despite her ill health, 
Shaista was determined to 
do a degree. Her ambition 
was to study at Cambridge 
University but, because of 
her illness, she had to give 
up her place at Newnham. 
Instead, she opted for a 
part-time course at Anglia 
Ruskin, spread over four 
years. 

“I spent most of my time 
in bed with a high fever,” 
says Shaista. “By then I was 
on a chemo drug -1 was on 
it for nine years. Lupus 
patients are treated with a 
lot of drugs originally 
designed for another 
disease; there aren’t many 
specialised medications. 

“It made me really sick. 
Sometimes I just couldn’t 
keep food down, so I got 
really thin. I had vasculitis 
in my fingers and I’d been 
diagnosed with 
fibromyalgia too. But I was 
determined to get a first, 
that something good would 
come out of it. And, after 
four years of work, I did 
graduate with a first.” 

Shaista, who has just 
embarked on a creative 
writing MA, says keeping 
journals and penning 
poetry has helped her cope. 
“I have hundreds of 
journals. It helps me to 
know that what I’m writing 
down is real. It’s the only 
way for me to stay sane!” 

Latterly, Shaista has also 
been writing a blog - 
www. lupusinflight.com - 
which now has followers 
across the globe. And she 
also plans to publish a 
memoir in the future. 

During her university 
years, Shaista lost a 
relationship to her illness 
too: “It didn’t stand a 
chance; he couldn’t deal 
with the illness. I don’t even 
pursue relationships now. It 
would take something 
extraordinary - someone 
extraordinary.” 

Shaista spent the year 
after her graduation 
tutoring GCSE and A-level 
candidates. But then, yet 
again, her health nose¬ 
dived, and she ended up in 
hospital for three months. 
Again it reached the stage 
where the doctors could do 
no more. 

“By then I was 30 and I 
thought ‘Either I’m going to 


stay to really stay, or I’m 
going’.” 

Requesting 

immunoglobulin treatment 

- essentially a dose of good 
antibodies, which she’d had 
once before in her teens - 
Shaista turned a corner. 
Once well enough to go 
home, she began lobbying 
for monoclonal antibody 
treatment: periodic 
infusions used to stimulate 
the immune system. 

“I wrote the Primary Care 
Trust a very emotional 
letter. This treatment is 
expensive, but it’s life¬ 
changing. I’ve been having 
it for the last two years and 
I haven’t got vasculitis, I 
haven’t had any high fevers, 
I’ve been able to start my 
MA. If you added up the 
cost of my various hospital 
stays and all the other 
treatment I was having 
before, I think it’s well 
worth it. 

“I went to Addenbrooke’s 
for an infusion this week 
and I was walking around 
with a big, stupid grin on 
my face: this treatment has 
totally changed my life.” 

Shaista says her battle 
with lupus has put an 
enormous strain not only 
on her, but her whole 
family - especially her 
mother. “To see your child 
getting ill time after time - 
and not being able to do 
anything - has been pretty 
horrendous.” 

Taking up meditation, 
Shaista says she’s learned to 
live in the moment instead 
of worrying what the future 
holds. “I’m in my 30s and 
my friends are getting 
married and having babies; 
I don’t know how I’d cope 
with all that - I’m still very 
fragile. 

“But I am getting on with 
my life and enjoying it. For 
me, writing is a big part of 
that. You have to find a way 
to laugh, a way to be happy 

- a way to remember 
yourself.” 

• Lupus UK is the only 
national registered charity 
supporting people both living 
with the illness and 
approaching diagnosis. 

The charity has more than 
5,500 members nationwide. 

It operates regional groups 
across the country - 
including a Cambridge 
branch-which organise 
medical talks and 
fundraisers, publish 
newsletters, and set up 
social and support events. 

Lupus UK also publishes a 
national newsletter and 
provides grants for both 
research and welfare 
purposes.

What can you bring 
to the marketplace?

I thought for our first article I 
would concentrate on what is 
required when starting a new 
business - an idea of what it is that 
you are going to bring to the 
business world - sometimes 
referred to as your ‘mission’ or 
‘vision’. Ideally you will be 
meeting a need that is not catered 
for in your area, or replicating 
another business in which you 
believe you can do better. 

For example, the first business 
we started was a baby/nursery 
shop in Haverhill because at the 
time, before the internet, most 
people shopped in their local High 
Street and Haverhill had a lot of 
young mums but they did not

have a local baby shop. Daniel, 
who had a young baby at the time, 
was fed up with driving to 
Cambridge for all the equipment 
you need when starting out on the 
exciting journey of becoming new 
parents. 

Daniel had been working in 
retail for nearly 10 years. He was 
desperate to start his own 
business in the retail sector so that 
he could apply the knowledge he 
had gained - he was just looking 
for ‘the idea’. 

He conducted some market 
research by talking to young 
mothers who were very confident 
that such a shop would be 
successful as it would meet a need 
that at the time was not being

catered for. There were also 
several vacant shops available in 
the High Street, and one in 
particular which was not in a 
prime location but the rent 
reflected this. 

It was an ideal location for our 
first business venture, Daniel's 
theory being that his shop would 
meet a ‘niche market’ and thus his 
customers would find him. It did 
not have to be in the centre of the 
High Street paying more than 
double the rent. It is imperative 
when starting a business to keep 
your cost base down. 

However, you do need to be able 
to finance your business start-up - 
and next time we will look at how 
you can find the money.

decidedly moreish - but it can 
be tough on the digestive 
system. 

■ Indigestion, or dyspepsia, is a 
range of problems in the gastro¬ 
intestinal system. The most 
common symptom is pain in the 
upper abdomen after eating. 
This can be mild or severe, 
stabbing or general soreness. 

■ Some people have reflux, 
where acidic stomach contents 
come back up into the gullet, 
causing a burning sensation 
(heartburn).

SWEETIE FIENDS 
Chocolate and sweets come in 
abundance at Christmas and 
children will probably end up 
gorging on them. If you don’t 
want poorly kids on your hands, 
do your best to limit and 
supervise what they eat. 

Place sweets and nibbles in a 
place where your child can’t 
reach. That way you’re in control 
and they won’t be able to go 
behind your back and sneak a 
handful. And remember out of 
sight is also out of mind

ON a visit to London 
recently, I picked up a 
paper and, casually 
turning the pages on 
the return train 
journey, I saw the 
headline “London 
property prices set to 
rise by 20 per cent 
over the next five 
years”. 

There is certainly 
evidence that parts of 
London, especially 
those designated ‘up 
and coming’ are 
seeing considerable 
activity and skip 
suppliers are doing 
excellent business, as 
are some local 
builders and 
associated trades. 

But is this trend 
coming our way? 

On the same day, a 
London agent was 
boasting about the 
sale of a redundant 
Suffolk site. “We 
hadn’t expected 
much interest,” he 
explained, “but were 
surprised and sold it 
for a lot more than 
the asking price.” 

Developers are 
certainly in the 
market to build up 
their land banks, but 
whether they are 
ready to actually start 
construction on new 
sites is entirely 
another matter.

Scoring top honours, the 
Range Rover Evoque was 
chosen as the outright 
winner in the car of the year

DynamicsTM with 

MagnarideTM giving an 
ever compliant ride. 

Judges also praised Land 
Rover’s cutting edge Dual 
ScreenTM technology 
permitting the driver and 
passenger to see two 
different images on the 
same screen at the same 
time. The Evoque was also 
commended for its 825W 
Meridian audio system 
which is the first example of 
the collaboration between 
the two British marques. 

Speaking at the award 
ceremony, Stuff magazine 
editor, Will Findlater, said:

desirability of a Blade 
Runner space car, the Range 
Rover Evoque just had to 
win it for us.” 

Meanwhile the company 
said the 1,000 new jobs are

The products in the 
pipeline include an Evoque 
Convertible.

Business Secretary Vince 
Cable said: “This is fantastic 
news for Solihull that Jaguar 
Land Rover is recruiting 
more than 1,000 jobs.

It is now expanding 
and has ambitious product 
plans.” 


HOT on the heels of the 
recently launched GTC,

It was the first outing 
for the production- 
ready car on British 
roads ahead of its 
market launch next 
year and it marked its 
debut with a 94.2mpg 
average fuel consump¬ 
tion over the 60-mile 
challenge route from 
Brighton to London. 

Toyota says the Prius 
Plug-in Hybrid delivers 
the “best of both 
worlds” in terms of fuel 
efficiency and low 
emissions, and “an 
uncompromised 


driving range thanks to 
a powertrain that 
features a high- 
capacity, rechargeable 
lithium-ion battery and 
an ultra-efficient 1.8- 
litre petrol engine with 
intelligent valve timing 
- WT-i”. The advanced 
battery technology 
allows the car to be 
driven for around 14 
miles on its electric 
power alone - with no 
tailpipe emissions and 
zero fuel consumption. 
Once Prius Plug-in 
Hybrid has reached the 
limits of its electric 
range, it switches 
seamlessly to its full 
hybrid system, bringing 
the petrol engine into 
play. This means the 
driver can avoid the 
range anxiety 

associated with all¬ 
electric vehicles.
